COMMENTS  ON  THE  STATE  OF  THE  MARKET 


Never  before  in  the  history  of  the  foreign  coin  market  has  there  been  as  much 
activity  as  now  exists.  Investor  money,  here  and  in  Europe,  is  now  entering  the 
market  in  significant  amounts.  In  some  cases  this  money  is  being  diverted  from 
the  U.S.  coin  investment  programs,  in  most  cases  however,  it  is  the  new  resources 
of  the  alerted  and  better  educated  investor  which  has  caused  this  stimulation.  The 
hottest  fields  are,  in  general,  pre-1940  gold  and  silver  coins  in  high  grade  and,  in 
particular,  coins  of  select  countries  such  as  Great  Britain,  Canada,  France,  and  Ger¬ 
many,  amongst  others.  This  trend  seems  to  be  gathering  momentum  and  will  no 
doubt  be  further  augmented  by  the  fall  auction  results.  Having  attended  shows  in 
St.  Louis,  Seattle,  Montreal,  Cincinnati  and  Europe,  I  have  noticed  the  very  pro¬ 
nounced  lack  of  Mint  State  coins.  This  observation  seems  to  confirm  the  overall 
genuine  scarcity  of  all  pre-lQ40  foreign  coins  in  high  grade  as  opposed  to  the 
situation  of  U.S.  coins. 

A  few  words  of  caution  are  appropriate  here.  With  regard  to  grading,  it  has 
proven  highly  inadvisable  to  use  MS  grading  on  all  but  the  Canadian  series  and, 
consequently,  I  have  adhered  to  adjectival  descriptions.  In  most  cases,  foreign 
coins  by  date  are  seldom  seen  in  more  than  a  tew  examples,  hence  comparison  by 
strike  or  wear  is  hard  to  define;  furthermore,  prices  arc  not  affected  by  condition 
in  the  same  manner  as  in  the  U.S.  system.  Another  worthwhile  point  is  that  one 
should  not  rely  exclusively  on  price  catalogues  for  determining  a  just  retail  price 
This  knowledge  is  presently  available  only  through  personal  contact  with  the 
market.  Hence,  paying  a  price  several  times  greater  than  catalogue  value  i^  often  a 
reflection  of  current  realities,  not  of  unfair  pricing.

AN  INTRODUCTION  TO  FRENCH  JETONS  OF  THE  ANCIEN  REGIME

After  reading  the  above  title,  the  casual  reader  might  well  ask,  What  is  a  jeton?"  Jetons  are  counters  —  tokens  used  to  reckon  accounts.  Cen¬ 
turies  ago.  before  Arabic  numbers  came  into  common  usage,  it  was  extremely  difficult  to  perform  complex  computations  with  the  unwieldy 
Roman  numerals  still  being  used.  Even  long  after  the  advent  of  Arabic  numbers  in  the  fifteenth  century,  many  people  continued  to  calculate  with 
jetons  —  lacking  the  education  to  use  the  new  system.  In  England,  for  example,  the  treasury  of  the  Exchequer  used  counters  right  up  to  the  begin¬ 
ning  of  the  nineteenth  century. 

Jetons  struck  in  metal  first  appeared  in  France  in  the  thirteenth  century.* 1  One  of  the  earliest  to  which  a  date  can  be  assigned  was  issued  by 
Alphonse  of  Poiters,  Count  of  Toulouse  (1241  to  1271). 

Jetons  derive  their  name  from  the  French  verb  ielei  meaning  to  throw  or  to  cast  because  they  were  cast  upon  a  counting  board  —  a 
modified  version  of  the  ancient  line  abacus. 
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The  counting  board  was  ruled  in  horizontal  lines  which  represented  consecutively  units,  tens,  hundreds,  thousands,  ten  thousands,  and  so  on. 
Jetons  had  no  numerical  value  in  themselves;  rather  each  one  represented  the  number  on  whose  line  it  was  situated  at  any  given  time  (ie.  three 
jetons  on  the  hundreds  line  represented  300).  Likewise,  jetons  placed  between  the  lines  represented  fives,  fifties,  five  hundreds,  etc.  Sums  were 
computed  by  adding,  removing  and  transferring  jetons  between  the  lines  and  spaces.  A  simplified  version  of  a  counting  board  with  jetons  placed 
on  it  is  shown  above.  Also  shown  here  is  a  jeton  depicting  on  one  side  a  counting  board  with  jetons  and  on  the  other  side  a  system  using  Arabic 
numbers.  The  piece  is  dated  1691,  and  may  be  of  Flemish  origin. 

Mediaeval  jetons  are  frequently  copied  from  French  coins  or  else  depict  religious  and  heraldic  motifs  and  legends.  However,  the  metal  from 
which  jetons  are  made  has  an  intrinsic  value  and  thus  they  eventually  came  to  be  given  out  as  gratuities.  From  the  time  of  Henry  IV,  the  founder 
of  the  Bourbon  dynasty  of  kings  of  France  (1589-1610),  government  issue  jetons  were  used  in  this  manner  to  spread  royalist  propaganda  via  their 
types  and  legends.  This  king  entrusted  his  chief  minister,  Sully  with  their  composition  and  he,  in  turn,  has  left  us  a  written  record  of  his  work  in 
this  sphere.  There  grew  up  a  large  number  of  series  of  jetons  issued  for  various  departments  in  the  Royal  financial  system.  These  were  given  out  as 
New  Years  Day  gifts  by  the  king  to  officials  of  the  department  whose  name  they  bore  in  the  exergue,  on  the  first  day  of  the  year  which  they  are 
dated  The  jetons  themselves  were  actually  struck  late  in  the  previous  year,  and  their  types  and  legends  (usually  taken  from  the  ancient  authors) 
allude  to  events  that  happened  in  the  year  in  which  they  were  minted.  During  the  reigns  of  Louis  XIV  and  Louis  XV,  a  high  degree  of  artistry  was 
achieved  on  the  jetons,  which  became  medallic  in  quality.  The  foremost  engravers  in  Europe  were  often  employed  in  making  the  dies  for  the 
jetons,  and  it  is  not  unusual  to  find  them  signed  by  such  noted  medallists  as  members  of  the  Roettiers  family  or  either  of  the  Duviviers. 

The  French  financial  system  was,  by  the  seventeenth  century,  basically  divided  into  two  parts,  the  Ordinary  and  the  Extraordinary.  The  Or¬ 
dinary  Financial  Machine  raised  money  through  traditional  and  accepted  means  of  taxes,  while  the  Extraordinary  Financial  Machine  raised  money 
through  other  means.  This  is  perhaps  best  exemplified  in  two  series  of  jetons  issued  for  officials  of  the  Ordinaire  de<  Guerre s  and  the  Exhaordianaire  ./«- 
Guerre s  In  the  financial  organization  of  the  French  Army,  the  Ordinaire  des  Guerre >  included  the  more  permanent  parts,  such  as  Conipa gnie>  dOrdon 
nume,  Franc-archer*,  Prevote.  Ban  and  Arriere-ban.  The  Extraordinaire  des  Guerre >  took  in  the  French  and  Foreign  mercenary  troops  ' 

For  distribution  and  public  sale,  jetons  were  struck  in  base  metal  and  silver  (gold  specimens  being  struck  for  the  King’s  coin  cabinet)  Higher  of¬ 
ficials  received  silver  jetons  while  lesser  lights  were  content  with  the  presentation  of  jetons  of  a  less  precious  metal.

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.  Prior  to  the  accession  of  Louis  XIV  ( 1 043- 1 715)  jetons  were  mainly  issued  in  silver  or  brass,  and  less  frequently  in  other  base  metals  such  as  lead. 
Copper  and  bronze  came  into  regular  use  during  the  reign  of  "the  Sun  King".  The  oldest  known  silver  jeton  is  the  issue  of  Clarin  de  Paumier  who 
was  master  of  the  Clumibic  de  Complin  of  Paris,  c.  1345. 

In  addition  to  the  jetons  issued  by  the  royal  family,  nobility,  officials  of  the  realm,  and  for  government  departments,  certain  provinces  retained 
the  rights  to  their  own  legislative  assemblies  or  "estates"  (etats  in  French)  and  issued  jetons  for  them.  There  are  also  numerous  "banal"  jetons,  made 
expressly  for  public  sale,  particularly  by  die  engravers  who  wanted  to  make  extra  money.  Furthermore,  there  exist  many  German-made  jetons 
which,  although  imitative  of  French  issues,  are  generally  of  a  poorer  quality  These  cheaper  Nuremburg  jetons  appealed  to  the  thrifty  French  mer¬ 
chants  and  the  country  became  flooded  with  them.  Most  are  easily  recognizable. 

Of  the  restrikes  of  French  jetons,  there  is  much  which  could  be  said  and  more  which  could  be  speculated.  Restrikes  are  known  to  exist  from  as 
early  as  Napoleon's  time  right  up  to  the  modern  twentieth  century.  Of  the  later  restrikes,  most  can  be  easily  spotted  by  the  modern  appearance  of 
their  striking.  Some  nineteenth  century  restrikes  from  the  Paris  Mint  even  have  the  name  of  the  metal  incused  into  the  edge.  Some  of  the  early 
restrikes  can  be  identified  by  a  collector  by  the  mismatching  of  obverse  and  reverse  dies:  if,  for  instance,  the  king's  portrait  on  the  obverse  appears 
much  older  than  the  date  on  the  reverse  would  warrant.  There  may  even  come  a  time  when  non  destructive  metal  analysis  techniques  will  be  able 
to  sort  out  more  restrikes  on  the  basis  of  differing  metal  content.  Restrikes  of  French  jetons  are  frequently  very  collectible  items  in  their  own  right, 
however,  and  should  not  be  disdained. 

In  conclusion,  the  collection  and  study  of  French  jetons  of  the  Amien  Regime  offers  the  collector  a  fertile  and  —  in  North  America  —  largely 
unexplored  field  for  enjoyment.
